IN THE EAST. 
In the year 1901 M. Fedoroff, the Presidont 

of tt» Dopartment of Trado,ond Industry ‘in 

the [vassian Society for the Study of the 

Orient, andortook to prepare a atatement of the 

condition of Raussia’s commerce in the East, 
ogethor with an eatimate of the position of 

her leading rivals, This statement bas now 

“been published by the socisty under the title of 

The Rivalry of Commercial Intertsts in the 

Bust, M. Fedoroff is a membor ofthe -hoart 

of directors of the Riazan-Orel Railway and of 

the Advisory Committoo on Tariff Affairs in 
the Ministry of’ Finance. iis presout work is 
intended to. guido Russian merchants an! 
manufacturers in th-ir dealings with tho East. 
A gonoral snrvoy is takon of the commorciat 
conditions of the Near and Far East, and the 
several countries are estimated from the point 
of view of their anitabilify us fields for Russian 
enterprise, ‘Tho volumo of trade ix reprosonted 
ja u series of tabular stat-ments, und careful 
analyses of imports and exports suow the nature 
of the chief commodities in the market und the 
port tekon in the trade of each conulry by the 
leading civilised nations. ‘Tio results of the 
enquiry. are summurised at tt clove in a sorios 
of suggestions bearing upow tho future dovolop- 
ment of Russian trade. * : 

‘The atatis.ioal material is dyawn in the main 
from diplomatic avd consular reports that ace 
onsily accessible.
